All  the  varieties  herein  offered  will  be  supplied  in  field-grown  roots  as 
long  as  my  supply  permits.  Thereafter  well  rooted  green  plants  will  be  fur- 
nished. The  use  of  these  plants  will  cause  the  inexperienced  grower  no  trouble, 
and  will  give  equally  good  results. in  every  way;  in  fact,  they  are  greatly  pre- 
ferred by  most  exhibitors  and  by  many  growers  of  Dahlias  for  cutting. 

I am  always  pleased  to  have  visitors  inspect  my  fields  of  both  Dahlias  and 
Gladioli  especially  during  the  months  of  August  and  September  when  the 
flowers  make  a show  well  worth  seeing.
